Art Rejections: 

1. The text of 35 USC 103(a) not cited here can be found in 
the previous office action. 

2. Claims 1-10, 22-33 and 45-50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Sirota et al, U.S. pat. Appl. 
Pub. No. 2004/0243922. 

Per claim 1, Sirota discloses a method for providing 
automated execution of pre-defined events over a communications 
network, comprising: 

a) receiving an event/profile data for a requestor of an event 
to be executed, said profile including requestor identifier, 
event recipient identifier for identifying an individual or 
entity that is the object of said event and event recipient 
communications address ( see paragraph 17, 24, 30 ) ; 

b) receiving events defined for execution at a future time (see 
par. 30 ) ; 

c) receiving a request to execute at least one of said events 
and executing said at least one of said events on behalf of said 
requestor ( see par. 35 ) . 

Sirota does not explicitly teach using user identifier to 
identify the event data profile created by the requestor. An 
official notice is taken that the use of a user ID to access 
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user profile or user account is well known in the art ( see par, 
22) . 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to utilize a conventional 
user identifier in Sirota because it would have enabled the user 
to access the event data profile for making change to a 
scheduled event ( see par, 38 ) . 

Per claims 2 and 23, Sirota teaches providing a user 
interface to allow the user to create or modify data- fields 
within the profile ( see par. 23-25 ) . 

Per claims 3-10, it is noted that Sirota' s teachings 
encompass all claim limitations. 

Per claim 22, Sirota teaches transmitting different types 
of feedbacks to the event creator/requestor ( see par. -22 ) . It 
would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to recognize 
that other notification messages would have also been 
transmitted to the event creator/requestor to notify the user of 
particular event, e.g. start/end of a scheduled event. 

Claims 24-33 and 45-50 are similar in scope as that of 
claims 1-10 and 22-23 and hence are rejected for the same 
rationale set forth above. 
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Allowable Subject Matter: 

3. Claims 11-21 and 34-44 are objected to as being dependent 
upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten 
in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 



Response to Amendment: 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on August 16, 2007 with respect 
to claims 1-10, 22-33 and 45-50 are deemed moot in view of new 
grounds of rejection set forth above. 



Conclusion : 

5. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new grounds of
